BABY BEEF CONTEST 


Minnesota Carlot Contestants Each Make Money 


Ostrem Brothers, Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers of Lanesboro, Fillmore county, Minne- 
sota, finished fourth in the fifth annual 
Minnesota carload baby beef contest, ac- 
cording to results recently announced by 
W. E. Morris, live stock specialist, Univers- 
ity Farm, St. Paul. The goal in this con- 
test is to produce the highest average 
weight on a lot of 15 calves at 410 days of 
age. The contest is conducted by Mr. Mor- 
ris in cooperation with Minnesota county 
agents, and sponsored by the Minnesota 
Live Stock Breeders’ Association, which ap- 
propriates $250 in cash prizes, in addition to 
a gold medal for the winner of first place. 

The names and placings of the eight con- 
testants finishing, and the average weight 
of their calves, follow: first, O. A. Solve & 
Sons, Hancock, Stevens county, average 
weight 937.5 pounds; second, James Ells- 
worth, Magnolia, Rock county, 892.6 
pounds; third, Daly Brothers. Granada, 
Martin county, 857.75; fourth, Ostrem 
Brothers, Lanesboro, Fillmore county, 
855.25; fifth, Cox Brothers, Adrian, Nobles 
county, 846.41; sixth, John C. Wester, 
Adrian, 837; seventh, Bolstad Brothers, 
Winger, Polk county, 835; eighth, H. C.

fords for the utilization of unsalable rough- 
age by the breeding herd during the winter. 
This plan also assures high quality calves 
for the feed lot, usually at much lower cost 
than they could be purchased. Other ad: 
vantages of baby beef production as con- 
pared with other types of live stock produe- 
tion are the small amount of labor required 
for this enterprise and the low building in- 
vestment. A survey made a few years ago 
among baby beef producers in one of these 
contests showed that the average invest 
ment in buildings for this enterprise was 
only $440 per farm.

Taking up the Ten Quality Scottish sires, preceding Knight of 
St. Patrick, they were: 1. Knight of the Legion 370 (1494), calved 
1878—the Paris Year; Il. Gainsborough 3rd 392 (598), calved 1873; 
Il. Victor of Kelly 115 (353), calved 1870; IV. Major 136 (351), 
calved 1868; V. Leo 148 (349), calved 1865; VI. Omar 157 (348), 
calved 1863; VII. Logie the Laird 3rd 5154 (345), calved 1861; 
VIII. Young Panmure 150 (232), calved 1857—year of calving of 
Pride of Aberdeen and Erica and Mayflower; IX. Hanton 80 (228), 
calved 1852; X. Pat 100 (29), sire of Cupbearer, calved 1850. 

Knight of the Legion 370 (1494), calved 1878, was by Gains- 
borough 3rd 392 (598), out of Pride of Aberdeen 5th. Gainsborough 
3rd won the fourth prize at Aberdeen in 1876—I remember his pur- 
chase well, especially the drawing of the check for his “Price” for 
his purchaser’s signature. At this show Young Viscount, with sim- 
ilar blood in his veins was first; Adrian 2nd (622), of the Palmers- 
ton, Perdita, Nightingale, Mary of Wester Fintray, Tillyfour and 
Crathes combination, from which Young Viscount benefited, was 
second; and Prince Albert 2nd of Baads 324 (745), by the famous 
Baads getter Sir William 337 (705), third. The purchase of Gains- 
borough exhibited Mr. McCombie’s loyalty to his old friend Bowie, 
both of whom had exchanged bulls for many years. But Gains- 
borough was the last bull of outside blood, the old Roman of them 
all, Tillyfour, was to add to his herd. In the future he would rely 
on “blood” from his own fold. 

Gainsborough 8rd was by Victor of Kelly 115 (353) out of 
Guinea Pig 3rd 393 (1182)—all the Gainsboroughs (the first of the 
name being first prize aged bull at Inverness in 1874) being out of 
the various Guinea Pigs of Mains of Kelly, tracing to William Ful- 
lerton’s herd. In the lineage is a grand old infusion of Portlethen, 
tracing to the most ancient, prehistoric stuff of the breed. Gains- 
borough was sire of Victor of Kelly 3rd out of Victoria 5th 603 
(911) tracing to Queen Mother. Mr. Bowie had a sympathetic feel- 
ing for the old matrons of the breed and this was but one more of 
them he gathered—the first being Old Favourite the dam of An- 
gus which he secured at Mr. Watson’s sale of 1848. Victor of Kelly 
3rd, in turn, was sire of Queen of Haughton (4365) 1886 dam of 
Black Rod 2549 first prize aged bull at Highland Society Dumfries 
show, whose sire was The Black Knight (1809), first prize aged 
bull at Inverness in 1874, out of Pride of Aberdeen 17th, by M. P. 
1250 also out of Pride of Aberdeen 17th. Pride of the Tervie won 
her aged female prize at the same show at which Black Rod won 
his aged bull prize. Pride of Aberdeen 18th (4321), ealved 1878, 
winner of the aged cow prize at Highland Society Inverness, 1873, 
was a daughter of Dragon (1178) out of Regina (1179) by Jim 
Crow 3rd 493 (350). 

_ Gainsborough, in brief was the result of an intermingling of 
Mains of Kelly, Ardestie (Fullerton), Balwyllo and old Portlethen

prehistoric strains. Victor of Kelly 115 (353) was by Major 136 
(351) of the Martha 138 (1193) family whose sires Young Panmure 
150 (232) and Earl Spencer 2nd 152 (25) were used on the Mary of 
West Scryne foundation to build up the Major line, a fitting com- 
bination with the Victoria-Queen Mother line of Victor. _ . 

Leo 148 (349) was by Omar 157 (348) out of Lizzie 2nd 141 
(349), tracing to the Brunette foundation of Mr. Webster of Ach- 
renny. 

Logie the Laird 5154 (345) traces to Octavia 147 (331) son of 
Cupbearer was of the Lizzie family and had a most distinguished 
son, Logie the Laird 3rd 1518 (862), sire of Gainsborough 606 (596). 

Omar 157 (348), sired by Logie the Laird, was out of Octavia 
147 (331) by Old Jock (1) and out of Favourite 114 (2). 

Logie the Laird 5154 (345) was by Young Panmure 150 (232) 
and was derived from the Lizzie Brunette setting, with Earl Spenc- 
er 4th 115 (27) for the siring. 

Young Panmure, a McCombie-bred calf of 1857 was by Hanton 
80 (228) out of Crinoline 151, calved 1854, by Victor 3rd 160 (193) 
one of the three Victor sons of Monarch-Jean Ann-Queen Mother 
foundation at Tillyfour, the first of the name standing second to 
Angus 83 (45) at Edinburgh in 1848, the latter becoming the prop- 
erty of Tillyfour at the Keillor 1848 sale. Crinoline 151 (204) calv- 
ed 1854, out of Charlotte 39 (203) was regarded by Mr. McCombie 
as one of his most beautiful cows and he always enthused when re- 
calling her. Young Panmure by Hanton was acquired by Mr. Bowie 
and was a favorite herd sire there and successful. Victor 2nd was 
as noted acquired by Sir John MacPherson-Grant (father of Sir 
George), at the Tillyfour sale of 1850 where he also picked out Old 
Matchless of the St. John’s Wells stock. 

Hanton 80 (228) calved 1852, was by the lame Pat 100 (29), 
out of Lizzie 81 (227) of the Achrenny Brunettes. 

This closes the Scottish series of Ten Quality sires, showing 
the gradual emergence of lines of distinction in the hands of the 
great bull breeder, Bowie and the great breeder of females, Mc- 
Combie. In regard to which saying it may be remarked that Tilly- 
four contributed many great siring bulls—Black Prince of Tilly- 
four, Trojan and Juryman, the most spectacular instances. This 
line of sires, from Hanton to Gainsborough 3rd is a great inter- 
lude, which must be studied in its various individualities. After it, 
succeeded the back-to-the-fold period, which at once developed vi- 
tality that became concentrated in Knight of St. Patrick and others 
of his “Six” and perpetuated in predominant degree in the Ameri- 
can Cynasly and its “Seed Royal.” The Scottish line of Ten con- 
tributed a series that was only possible in Aberdeenshire, where 
was created the breed standing as the supreme beef maker, justi- 
fying its position as such in Aberdeen from the prehistoric era. The

The fourteenth annual Eastern States Ex- 
position held at Springfield, Massachusetts, 
Sept. 14th to 20th drew the second largest 
attendance since this show was founded in 
1917. The attendance for the week was a 
little over 300,000 or about 5,000 short of 
1929 which was the record year for this ex- 
position. 

The Eastern States Exposition has be- 
come recognized as the outstanding live 
stock exposition in the eastern part of the 
United States. The live stock exhibits are 
drawn annually from a wide range of terri- 
tory and many of the best herds and flocks 
meet there each year. The live stock show 
was probably the best balanced show of all 
breeds that has been held at Springfield for 
several years. 

The Aberdeen-Angus again upheld the 
record previously made in inter-breed com- 
petition by making it another black year. 

Keen interest has been developed in the 
baby beef show and it has become recogniz- 
ed as one of the strongest in the United 
States. Approximately one hundred baby 
beeves were exhibited from the New Eng- 
land States and eastern New York. The en- 
tries were about equally divided between 
Aberdeen-Angus and Hereford and the qual- 
ity of both breeds was equal to that of any 
western calf club show. Professor H. H. 
Kildee of Ames, Iowa, made the awards in 
this section of the show to the entire satis- 
faction of all exhibitors. The baby beef 
steers were divided into light and heavy 
weight classes. Harold Hamilton, Millerton, 
New York, won the light weight class in the 
Aberdeen-Angus division and Elbert L. 
Jenks of Feeding Hills, Massachusetts, won 
the heavy weight class. When these first 
prize winners were lined up with the first 
prize winners of the other breeds, Elbert 
Jenks showed his calf—Briarcliff N. H. to 
the grand championship. This calf was lat- 
er sold to the Hyland Hotel, Springfield, 
Mass., at 55 cents per pound. 

A new class for best five steers exhibited 
by one club or county was provided this 
year. These groups competed for the beau- 
tiful Oakleigh Thorne trophy which was 
awarded the first time this year. This was 
won by the 4-H Club from Dutchess County, 
New York, on five Aberdeen-Angus steers. 

Five carloads were entered in the fat car- 
load division. In this section the first prize 
and the champion load went to Briarcliff 
Farms on a well finished load of Aberdeen- 
Angus weighing a little over 1100 pounds. 
The second prize went to Z. M. Crane, Dal- 
ton, Mass., on a carload of Herefords. The 
third prize was another load from Briarcliff 
Farms. The fourth prize went to Myron 
W. Brown, of Pine Plains, New York, on a 
load of Aberdeen-Angus and the fifth to the 
Connecticut Agricultural College on a car- 
load of Herefords. The champion carload 
of steers was sold at public auction to the 
McCauley Market, Mt. Kisco, New York, at 
$19.00 per hundred. 

Briarcliff Farms upheld the Aberdeen- 
Angus banner in the inter-breed steer com- 
petition. Their junior yearling steer, Briar- 
cliff Kingfish, was the champion Aberdeen- 
Angus and was later made grand champion 
over all breeds. A well finished group of 
three steers exhibited by Briarcliff Farms 
was made champion Aberdeen-Angus group 


and later grand champion group over all 
breeds. 

Five full herds made up the entry list in 
the breeding section. Briarcliff Farms, Pine 
Plains, New York, James Curry, Marlette, 
Michigan; G. Carlton Fancher, New Canaan, 
Connecticut; E. H. Hutchison & Son, Xenia, 
Ohio, and E. G. Little, Dresden, Ohio, pre- 
sented keen competition in this class. The 
awards were made by Professor E. A. Trow- 
bridge, Columbia, Missouri. The show of 
breeding cattle attracted a great deal of at- 
tention and gained new friends for the 
breed. The championships in the breeding 
section of the show were divided among 
four exhibitors. Briarcliff Farms won the 
senior and grand champion bull on Eventu- 
ation of Page, the junior champion bull be- 
ing awarded E. H. Hutchison on Eclipse of 
Fairview. The senior championship in the 
female section went to G. Carlton Fancher 
on Janet of Tatomok, while the junior and 
grand champion female went to E. G. Little 
on a summer yearling heifer Ethalia 2d.

a Visit to Glenfarclas avd Ballindalloch

George Grant of Glenfarclas was waiting at his house for us 
when we drove up. We went immediately to his big stone distil- 
lery, where he got the list of his cattle. We then proceeded to the 
barns which are just back of the distillery. I was very anxious to 
see his cattle, as it was here that I was to see the first calves by 
Evascus of Ballindalloch, the bull that we imported from Mr. Grant 
to the Hartley Stock Farm last year. His cattle man was at the 
parn and at the direction of Mr. Grant, he led out the young bulls 
by Evascus, which they were fitting for the Elgin bull sale, which 
was to be held the following week. 

He first showed us Whapper of Glenfarclas. This was a May 
bull calf, well grown and an acceptable bull in every way. He was 
especially good in his rump and hind quarters and I really believe 
that he was one of the best young bulls I saw in Scotland. Then 
they led out, Pervascus of Glenfarclas, another yearling son of 
Evascus of Ballindalloch. This was a big bull for his age and very 
smooth and a real good bull. We saw four or five other yearling 
bulls, all sons of Evascus and after I had seen them, I turned to 
Mr. Grant and my other friends who had come with me and said 
that I was perfectly satisfied without looking further that Evascus 
of Ballindalloch was a real sire and would make his name as such 
in our Hartley Stock Farm herd, of North Dakota. It is interest- 
ing to note that the following 
week, Whapper of Glenfarclas 


year, as a new herd bull, he knew what he was about and I doubt 
very much if a better sire for our herd could possibly have been 
purchased in Scotland, and I so informed Mr. Grant, and by the 
way, he agreed with me. 

From the barns, we went with a lot of interest back to the dis- 
tillery. Mr. Grant had a special treat for me to bring home to my 
father. It was a small bottle of special whiskey, which he had 
been ageing in the cask for 36 years and he drew it out, especially 
for me. This present I guarded with great care all the way home 
and I can assure Mr. Grant now that it was most highly appreciat- 
ed. In his office, were cases full of test tubes in which the pro- 
ducts of his distillery at different times in the process of making 
were tested. He gave us several demonstrations of what a test was 
like and how to tell the highest qualitied product of his distillery 
from the product that was not quite so high in quality. Mr. Grant’s 
whiskey goes to different blenders all over Scotland and goes to 
make up or help to make up such well known brands as, “White 
Horse,” “Johnny Walker” and others. We then went from the office 
to the distillery proper. There we looked into vats of great capac- 
ity, where even the smell of the contents of the vat, might intoxi- 
cate a man. Everything was spotlessly clean. He showed us how 
the distillery worked and I was greatly interested, as I had never 
been in one before. This is a 
big plant of large capacity. 
We went upstairs into the

We then went into the 
barn, which was a narrow 
stone barn, similar to all the 
barns I saw in Scotland.

His breeding 
herd consists of around 25 
cows. These cows in most 
cases were large, rugged cows, 
with lots of scale and thick- 
ness and representing all the 
different prominent families 


grain room where the floor 
was so clean I hated to step 
on it. There we saw the bar- 
ley being worked over. I can’t 
tell you just what the stage of 
the barley was, but it had 
been partly processed then 
and was ready to go into the 
regular distilling vats. We 
then went down stairs and

Mr. Grant has lived here 
practically all his life and has 
developed this distillery busi- 
ness through his own efforts. 
Incidentally however, in spite 
of his large business, the cat- 
tle back of the distillery are 
really his main joy and inter- 
est and he follows his little 


of the breed. Mr. Grant has 
used Ballindalloch bulls ex- 
clusively for years and the re- 
sult is that his herd is largely Ballindalloch in blood in common 
with a large number of the best herds I saw in Scotland. 

From the cow barn, we went out into the yard and saw first, 
the two year old heifers, all by Evascus of Ballindalloch., Among 
these we saw at least four two year olds that were as good as I 
saw in any herd in Scotland. In fact, they were good enough so 
that Jack Sinclair who was with me, attempted to get a price on 
four of them, for the Dalmeny herd of Lord Rosebery. It is inter- 
esting to note however, that on account of it being Sunday, Mr. 
Grant would not put a price on them, but said he would give them 
a price on Monday. This is an example of how Sunday is observed 
by most Scotch people. I do not know whether Dalmeny purchased 
these four heifers by Evascus or not, but I do know they were good 
ones and the kind that I am hoping Evascus will leave for us in 
our herd. They had beautiful heads, clean cut throats, smooth and 
even all the way through and of the type all Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders want. 

__We then went into another barn and saw a group of yearling 
heifers, by Evascus of Ballindalloch. These heifers were. just in 
moderate condition, but were an even, smooth, quality lot. When 
we left the yearling heifers, we went back to look at the young 
bulls again and I told Mr. Grant that if we had been bringing any 
cattle out, that I would like to buy one of these good sons of Evas- 
cus which he was going to sell the next week at the Elgin sale. I 
came away from Mr. Grant’s farms thoroughly convinced that 
when George Sinclair selected Evascus of Ballindalloch for us last 


herd in every detail. He is 


Geo. Grant and Imported Evascus of Ballindalloch. well informed on Aberdeen- 


Angus breeding and I found 
when judging with him at Perth that he knew cattle. In several 
of the largest classes I am sure I would have made a mistake in 
the placings of some of the bulls, if Mr. Grant had not been work- 
ing with me. 

It was about three o’clock Sunday afternoon when we said 
goodbye to Mr. Grant and started on our way to Ballindalloch. We 
left Mr. Grant waving goodbye as we drove away from his big 
stone buildings. 

Ballindalloch is just down the road from Mr. Grant’s place. In 
fact, Mr. Grant’s distillery is on part of the Ballindalloch estate. It 
is hilly country around here and quite a bit higher in elevation than 
the other parts of Scotland that we had been travelling through. 
I had looked forward all through my trip up to this time to the day 
when I would visit Ballindalloch. Here was a farm that had been 
breeding Aberdeen-Angus cattle for around 150 years. During all 
that time they had been leaders and had produced right from the 
start and continued to produce right up till now some of the great- 
est and most famous show and breeding animals of the breed. I 
think it is safe to say that no crop of calves have been produced at 
Ballindalloch during the last one hundred years that have not in- 
cluded some animals at least that have made history for the breed 
all over the world. 

This herd has passed down through several generations of the 
Macpherson-Grant family and each son who succeeded his father 
as owner of this herd and estate, has been equally interested in 
keeping the herd up to the highest possible [Continued on page 10

New Bulletin Available. 
Recommendations for the improvement of 
domestic animals, their proper care and 
management, and the control of live stock 
diseases and parasites appear in a new pub- 
lication issued by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture as Miscellaneous Publication 
81-MP, “Recommendations of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry on Problems of Live Stock 
Production.” It is intended for live stock 
owners, agricultural writers, county agents, 


live stock specialists, and others interested 
in the welfare and betterment of the live 
stock industry. 

In the chapter on breeding, the bureau 
discusses such topics as breed specializa- 
tion, crossing of breeds, grading up, and 
inbreeding.

standards. This is a very difficult thing to 
do. It seems that a herd of live stock must 
either improve or deteriorate, it cannot 
stand still. With a herd like Ballindalloch 
that has been built up through all these 
years to the high standard it is today, it is 
easy for anyone I think, to realize that it is 
much harder today to improve it than it was 
50 years ago. Fifty years ago, the stand- 
ards were not so high and when they need- 
ed a new bull, it was not nearly so difficult 
for them to decide which bull they wanted 
and for them to go and get him. However, 
today with the high quality of their herd in 
the first place, it is difficult for them to im- 
prove no matter what bull they use. Besides 
this their blood lines have been concentrated 
through years of breeding and selection so 
that in bringing in new blood, it is more 
difficult than ever to decide what blood 
lines will nick with their own the best. The 
result has been that their greatest success 
has come through the use of their own bulls 
or by the use of bulls which contain at least 
75% of their own blood and only 25% of an 
outcross. In talking to Mr. Sinclair, the 
manager, I got these impressions from him 
and the more I thought about it, the more I 
realized that the problem of blood lines in 
the Ballindalloch herd is probably more dif- 
ficult and more complicated than any other 
Aberdeen-Angus herd in the world. 

In talking to Mr. Sinclair, I asked him 
what family had been most successful at 
Ballindalloch. He then told me that the 
Ericas, Miss Burgesses, Georginas, Ruths 
and Prides of Aberdeen had been probably 
their most productive families. With the 
Miss Burgesses, standing very high as pro- 
ducers of some of the greatest bulls in the 
history of their herd. It is interesting to 
note here that a cow or family is rated in

Angus Not On the Line—But Pat Looms. 

And strangely in this Scottish Dynasty of 
son-to-sire Ten, it will be noted that the 
name of Angus 83 (45) is entirely missing, 
though he appears in the siring of the fe- 
male producers. It is remarkable indeed 
that he is recorded as the sire of only one 
bull bred at Tillyfour, Billy calved 1853, 
whose dam was Charlotte and went into the 
possession of John Hutchison, of Monyruy, 
who was by the way one of the pioneer 
Shorthorn breeders in “the North.” The 
cows by Angus recorded in the Herd Book 
(first Volume) were Charlotte (203), The 
Belle (205), Windsor (202) (to whom Lucia 
Windsor traces); Fair Maid of Perth (313) 
and Charlotte of Boghead (570) calved 1851, 
but bred at Brindy. 


Back to Pat (29). 

We may be permitted to continue this di- 
rect lineage study back to Pat 100 (29), the 
sire of Hanton 80 (228). He well heads the 
line of Keillor which may be described as 
the line obscure, for his calving date is un- 
recorded. His first recorded son is Cup- 
bearer. The note to his entry in the Re- 
vised edition of the first volume of the 
Scottish Herd Book runs to the effect that 
he “was calved when his dam was in the 
possession of Mr. Bowie, Mains of Kelly,

who purchased her—in calf to Old Jock (1) 
—at Mr. Watson’s sale on 6th September 
1848.” That dam was out of a daughter of 
Keillor Pet (669) Grey Breasted Jock (i. e. 
Old Jock, as it should be, we are informed), 
and she is said to be the dam of Adam (39), 
who was the sire of President (205) out of 
Princess by Panmure (51), “the Hubback of 
the Polls.” The cows noted as being sired 
by Adam are Jean, calved 1849 bred by Wil- 
liam Ruxton, Farnell; and Paris Kate (309), 
calved 1850, also bred by Mr. Ruxton, Far- 
nell—she gaining the fifth prize at the Con- 
cours Agricole Universel at Paris in 1856. 
In 1857 she was purchased by Mr. Brown 
(Westertown), at the West Scryne sale, for 
£41. Paris Kate was out of Lady Margaret 
(40) who with Jenny (55) “were selected 
from his father’s well known herd (origin- 
ated about 1810); and by breeding with the 
old Jock (1) strain of blood, and Panmure 
(51) some of the best stock bred at Mains 
of Kelly have originated.” As Supbearer is 
entered as bred by Mr. Alexander Bowie at 
Mains of Kelly and calved in 1850, it would 
appear that Pat (29) was in Mr. Bowie’s 
herd and produced there Lady Ann 2nd 
(346) the daughter of Lady Ann (521) calv- 
ed in 1848, her sire being Earl Spencer (24) 
and dam Jean (55); Spencer (24) being by 
Panmure (51) out of Milkaway of Ardestie 
(668) bought by Mr. Bowie at Mr. Fuller- 
ton’s Ardestie sale in 1844. 

Old Jock 126 (1) bred by Hugh Watson, 


is also entered without birthdate, but was 
sired by Grey Breasted Jock 113 (2) and 
out of Favourite 114 (2) by Grey Breasted 
Jock 113 (2) and he out of Old Favourite, 
bred at Keillor. He was said by William 
Watson, who fixed him as Fifth of his seven 
Jocks enumerated in the Sinclair History by 
him, to have been calved in 1842. 

Grey Breasted Jock 113 (2), sire of Old 
Jock, according to William Watson, was 
calved 1839 and is his Fourth Jock. His 
dam was Old Favourite of Keillor. 

Black Jock, not entered in the Herd Book, 
is William Watson’s Third Jock, got by Sec- 
ond Jock and “appears to have been the bull 
that gained for Mr. Watson the first prize 
po ti Highland Society show at Perth in 

Second Jock was “got by Tarnty Jock, 
and out of one of the cows which Hugh 
Watson received from his father, William 
Watson in 1808.” He is not entered in the 
Herd Book. 

First Jock, was Tarnty Jock, calved in 
1806 and purchased by Mr. Watson at the 
Trinity Muir (Tarnty) Market Brechin. He 
is not entered in the Herd Book. 

In this examination of the Scottish series 
of Ten, only the slightest mention of the 


breeding affinities of the individuals com-— 


prising the complex has been given. But 
there is enough to show that, if the dams of 
these sires were examined a much richer 
harvest of facts would be reaped. The list 
of names of these dams may however be 
used as a guide to their study. This list 
follows:

Pig 3rd 393 (1182); Victoria 3rd 116 (907); 
Martha 2nd 137 (906); Lizzie 2nd 141
